How many laws and decrees are 
there and how many of these has 
the Supreme Court found uiuonstf- 
tutlonal? 

Since Its existence, Congre.ss has 
passed over 24.000 laws. They are 
administered by the I’rr'siileiii or by 
departments set up under such 
laws. 

in addition to these 21,000 statute ! 
laws (laws passed by Congress). | 
there are 25.000 decrees, orders, i 
rules and regulations l.ssiied by the ■ 
executive or by CIO dift'eretit bu 
reaus, commissions and admlnlstra ' 
tfons such as the Interstate Com- ' 
nierce Commission, Fedeial Trade 
Commission, I’W'A. VVI’A, TV A. 
RFC. FHA. CCC. Most of these rules 
have the effect of statute law. They 
establish freight and passenger 
rates, fix hours and rales of wages, 
set prices, control prodiiclion, reg¬ 
ulate competition, grant or deny 
permission to do business, define 
economic crimes and designate 
penalties. 

This makes a total of 49.000 fcuch 
laws, decrees and regulations. 

During the same period the Su¬ 
preme Court has decided 40.000 
cases and has found 66 laws or de¬ 


crees unconstitutional In part or In 
whole. Over a third of these 66 were 
by a vole of 9 to 0, half were 8 to 1

Congress and the Executive 
vs the Supreme Court 


Row many laws and decrees are 
there and bow many of these has 
the Supreme Court found unconsti- 
tntlonalT 

Since its existence. Congress has 
passed over 24,000 laws. They are 
administered by the President or by 
departments set up under such 
laws. 

In addition to these 24,000 statute 
laws (laws passed by Congress), 
there are 26,000 decrees, orders, 
rules and regulations Issued by the i 
executive or by 130 different bu 
reaus, commissions and admlnistra- 
Uons such as the Interstate Com¬ 
merce Commission, Federal Trade 
Commission. PWA, WPA, TVA, 
RPC. FHA, CCC. Most of these rules 
have the effect of statute law. They 
establish freight and passenger 
rates, Qx hours and rates of wages, 
sat prices, control production, reg¬ 
ulate competition, grant or deny 
permission to do business, define 
economic crimes and designate 
penaltlea. 

This makes a total of 49,000 cucb 
laws, decrees and regulations. 

During the same period the Su¬ 
preme Court baa decided 40,000 
cases and has found 66 laws or de¬ 


crees unconstitutional In part or In 
whole. Over a third of these 66 were 
by a vote of 9 to 0; half were 8 to 1 
or better: five-sixths were 6 to 8 or
